Development of the Airplane to 
Bring Many Changes in 
Wartare 
lxperis agree that the develop. 


inent of the airplane as a war weapon 
is only in its first stagwes, It fs inter- 
esting to reflect upon its further de- 
velopment, It will probably play the 
Jeading part in future wars, if there 
are any, One of the most important 
preparations for future wars will be 
to provide under-ground shelters for { 
the civilian population. It may be’ 
hecessary to do this before the pres- 
ent war is ended, In London, when 
warning is given of the approach of 
air raiders, as many people as pos- 
sible take refuge in the underground 
railway tubes, The aircraft of the 
future may be able to destroy any- 
thing on the earth’s surface. If wars 
continue, the improvement of the air- 


plane and the high explosive may 
make underground cities necessary. 
Mechanical developments have al- 
ready changed the natural order of 
things in war. Surface navies no 
longer rule the seas. Fortifications 
do not protect. Cavalry is almost 


useless. Non-combatants are no 
longer under the protection of inter- 
national law. Mechanical arts will do 
more to make war impossible in the 
future than arbitration or a league of 
nations.—-Vancouver Sun,
